H. Myron Holmes, Chairman < 
of the Raymond School Board 
a 'dressed the Rotary Club Mon 
day at its regular me. ling and 1 
gave a very interesting talk on 
some of the questions the Board 
has to meet today and how they 
are trying to meet them 

Very briefly he reported on 
our school buildings and stated 
that they were not all that could 
be desired in schools in Mi 2 
m.attei of appearance ai d »•*- 
mosphere, hut were serving well 
and that with essential repairs 
would serve for a numboi of 
years yet. The alkali question 
was a question with the founda 
lions that was a cause of more 
or less continual expense. 

Teachers were always a prob¬ 
lem with any Board. We had 
mintained a capable .staff in 
the past. There seemed to be, 
however, a tendency on the part 
of the Department of Educa¬ 
tion to force the Boards to re¬ 
tain certain teachers, whether 
icru'ts justified the teacher’s 
staying on or not. Chaiiman 
Myron asked, who was in the 
belter position to know of a 
teachers worthiness, the Depart 
ni lit and the Inspector who vis¬ 
its the school periodically, or 
;In School Board, Principal and 
parents of the students who see 
ihs Jesuits of the teacher's work 
year after year. Attitude of the 
student's, discipline, and the real 
value of the curriculum of our 
schools were all 'matters that 
created big questions. The par- 
. said the speaker, in some 
instances are innocent partners 
in the disruption of morale in 
the school, and lie felt if these 
parents appreciated what their 
actions don e to the school, they 
would cease to allow the laxity

Succesis in the school was 
dependent on a combination of 
teacher, student an|d parent. 
When these were obtained 
school and pchool work would

Speaking of the cunriculum, 
the speaker was vitriolic and to 
a degree disgusted with some of 
the text books the Department 
put out, stating (that they were 
not up-to-date in their theories, 
they were not suited to western 
Canada's agricultuial program 
and piactice and they had noth¬ 
in aetieal in them. It was his op¬ 
inion that our schools should 
prepare the boys and girls for 
life. Twelve years in the Public 
and High School should be years 
whoifa students were taught th e 
lessons of life, so that when 
this period was ended they 
would be prepared in a larger 
niea-ui'e than is the case today, 
to step out into the professions 
and trades of the world and caiv 
>y °n. Coutses of study should 
be re-vamped and kept up to 
date, ard instead of so much 
“book lamin’ ” much of which 
is never used, students should 
be schooled in the piactical les¬ 
sons of life more, and should 
combine theory and practice 
nn a be ready for life (when their 
"ennol days were ended. 

Chairma n T. Geo. Wood of the 
Program Committee thanked 
the speaker for bis interesting 
talk and pledged the help of 
the Club individually and collect 
ively in meeting questions in our 
schools that they could lender 
assistance in.

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FAITH IN BRITAIN 


ill Penrl Harbor, and again in 
the Philippines, vvhcUe an inad- 
equate American air force was 
knocked out in the first series 
of attacks. 

Moreover, we cannot in fair¬ 
ness ignore the effect of our 
own Pearl Harbor anil Philippine 
disasters on the ltiitish problem 
of defending Egypt, 1 fin inn and 
Malaya. Our losses at Pearl Har¬ 
bor forco l us to divert warships 
iron the Atlantic to the Paci¬ 
fic, and thereby forced the Brit 
ish to put in the Atlantic ships 
which previously had been in 
the Mediterranean—to the great 
advantage of Rommel’s line of 
tUpply. The loss of the Philippm 

—knocked out of the war as 
an offensive base long before 
the final surrender of Bataan 
immediately placed Singapore in 
ieopai !y It is not too much to 
say that ,the defense of Singa¬ 
pore. and therefore of Malaya 
and Burma was predicted prim¬ 
arily upon the conception of i - 
manse American naval strength 
a* Hawaii and a.n American 
flank in the Philippines. 

So much for the debit side of 
Britain’s record. As for the 
credit side: Who can doubt that 
Hitler would now he undisputed 
master of all Europe, instead of 
till fighting a war of which he 
cannot see the end, if the stout 
h aided niun and women of the 
British Elands had not lieen 
ready |to carry on the fight in 
tlie dark days following the de 
feat of Fiance? Who can doubt 
lhat Hitler would not ha ruling, 
with his Orienal partner, over 
the destinies of Europe, Africa 
and Asia, if Britain had not held 
the line? 

Britain, alone stood in the 
I) ea h in the dark year 1910. 
British resistance, alone, gave 
our own people time to arm.
